The surface preparation of the seed 
bed will consist in levelling up the 
lawn with the harrow or rake and 
making the soil quite firm to near the 
surface. 


This shold be done early in 
the season or after a rain. 

The quantity of seed required will 
amount to approximately 100 lbs per 
acre or for a 25 by 140 ft lot about 
eight pounds. This last quantity will 
cost less than $3.00 
In sowing, the seed can be spread 
by hand if no grass seeder is avail¬ 
able and then harriwed or raked in. 
It is advisable to sow one-half of the 
seed first the other half later sowing

RHUBARB CULTURE 

Rhubarb prefers a moist and shady 
position and will do well on the west 
or. north side of a bluff or building. 

Dig a trench two feet wide and 
eighteen inches deep. Mix the soil 
with an equal quantity of well rotted 
stable manure and return to the trench 
Rows should be four foot apart and 
the plants set in the rows three foot 
apart. The crowns two inches below 
the surface. Pack the soil well about 
the roots and give a good soaking 
with water or liquid manure 
If the - ground is well drained, water 
frequently while growing
